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The  Niagara  Frontier 

The  vicinity  of  Niagara  Falls  is  probably  better  known  to  tourists  than  any  other  part  of 
America  and  is  visited  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  sightseers  annually.  The  City  of  Niagara 
Falls,  Ontario,  extends  along  the  west  bank  of  the  river  nearly  three  miles  from  a  point  above 
the  Cataract  to  the  rapids  at  the  entrance  of  the  Whirlpool  and  thus  includes  within  its  limits 
some  of  the  most  majestic  and  picturesque  scenery  in  the  v  orld.  On  its  western  boundary  and 
partly  within  the  Corporation  lies  the  historic  battlefield  of  Lundy's  Lane.  In  this  locality 
at  the  junction  of  the  Lane  with  the  Portage  Eoad,  a  Presbyterian  Church  was  built  as  long 
a "o  as  1791  ;  a  School  House  was  erected  a  few  years  later,  and  a  small  village  soon  grew  up 
near  these  buildings. 

in  1846  the  Great  Western  Railway  of  Canada,  decided  to  cross  the  Niagara  at  a  point 
about"  a  mile  and  a  quarter  below  the  Falls  and  a  joint  stock  company  was  accordingly  form- 
ed for  this  purpose.  It  was  determined  in  the  first  instance  to  span  the  river  with  a  carriage 
and  foot  bridge,  which  was  actually  completed  on  the  16th  of  August,  1852,  at  a  cost  of  only 
$50,000.  Mr.  Roebling,  the  engineer  in  charge  was  then  instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  a  Rail- 
way Bridge,  a  short  distance  further  down,  and  on  the  9th  March,  1855,  the  first  locomotive 
passed  over  the  gorge  on  this  structure. 

By  1853  the  population  in  the  vicinity  of  these  bridges  had  so  greatly  increased  that  a 
village  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  Elgin,  in  honor  of  the  then  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  who  had  lately  taken  up  his  residence  at  Lundy's  Lane  in  the  little  village  there  which 
had  for  several  years  been  known  as  Drummondville,  being  so  called  in  commemoration  of  the 
services  of  Sir  Gordon  Drummond,  who  commanded  the  British  forces  in  the  battle.  In  1856 
the  boundaries  of  the  village  of  Elgin  were  extended  southward  along  the  river  to  a  point  be- 
yond Table  Rock  and  became  incorporated  as  the  Town  of  Clifton  on  the  19th  June  of  that 
year.  Twenty-five  years  later  this  name  was  changed  to  the  more  appropriate  one  of  Niag- 
ara Falls,  and  in  January,  1904,  the  town  of  Niagara  Falls,  and  the  village  of  the  same  name, 
formerly  known  as  Drummondville,  were  united  and  incorporated  as  the  City  of  Niagara  Falls. 
Its  present  area  is  about  2352  acres  and  its  population  is  close  upon  ten  thousand. 

In  Drummond  Hill  Cemetery  at  the  south  end  of  the  city,  there  is  a  handsome  monument 
commemorating  the  battle  of  Lundy-s  Lane,  fought  on  July  25th,  1814,  and  an  appropriate 
memorial  to  Laura  Secord,  the  heroine  of  Beaver  Dams,  Lieut.  Colonels,  Bisshopp  and  Leon- 
ard, Captain  Torrens  and  other  distinguished  soldiers  are  also  buried  here.

The  works  of  this  Company  are  situated  about  one-half  mile  above  the  Horseshoe  Falls 
on  the  Canadian  Side  and  are  designed  to  generate  when  operating  to  their  full  capacity  125,- 
000  horse-power.  The  main  features  of  this  Plant  are  a  very  extensive  Coffer  Dam,  massive 
concrete  and  cut  t-ione  masonry  Head  Works,  Wheel  Pit  lined  with  masonry  containing  at  the 
bottom  eleven  |  II)  turbines  of  13,000  H.P.  each  and  ^\ith  a  Power  House  over  it,  in  which  are 
placed  the  electric  generators  for  converting  the  hydraulic  power  into  electricity,  and  a  Tail 
Race  Tunnel  situated  150  ft.  below  the  river  and  dischargirg  the  tail  water  from  the  turbines 
behind  the  Horseshoe  Falls  near  its  centre. 

The  Coffer  Dam,    which  is  a  temporary  structure  and   is   now    being   removed   unwatered 

eleven  (11)  acres  of  the  river  bed,  enabling  a  deep  forebay   to  be  excavated  in  solid  rock  and  a 

heavy    concrete  gathering  dam  to  be  built  out  into  the  river.      With  the  removal  of  this  Coffer 

Dam,  the  water  will  be   admitted  to  the  forebay  and  diverted  by  the  concrete  dam    to    rows  of 

submerged  masonry  arches  built  for  the  purpose  of  excluding^ floating  ice  and  frazile. 

The  water  for  running  the  Plant,  after  passing  through  these  arches  and  the  metal  screens 
situated  in  the  inner  forebay,  enters  the  iron  penstocks  10  ft.  6  in.  in  diameter  through  which 
it  is  conducted  to  the  turbines  at  the  bottom  of  the  Wheel  Pit.  The  Wheel  Pit  itself  is  416 
ft.  long,  22  ft.  wide  and  150  ft.  deep,  lined  with  masonry  and  re-enforced  by  rows  of  concrete 
arches  extending  across  the  Pit.  In  passing  through  the  turbines,  the  water  sets  in  motion 
the  runners  or  wheels  which  in  turn  revolve  the  inner  field  of  the  generators  on  the  Power 
House  floor,  thus  producing  the  electric  power  which  is  to  be  transmitted  to  work  shops,  rail- 
roads and  other  industries. 

The  water  after  giving  up  its  useful  energy  in  the  turbines  is  discharged  through  cast  iron 
draft  tubes  9  ft.  in  diameter  up  into  the  bottom  of  the  two  Branch  Tunnels  situated  on  either 
sides  of  the  Wheel  Pit.  These  Tunnels  join  beyond  the  Wheel  Pit  forming  one  Tunnel  23  ft. 
wide  and  27  ft.  high,  which  passing  under  the  bed  of  the  river  discharges  the  tail  water  behind 
the  Horseshoe  Falls. 

To  give  access  for  the  construction  of  this  Tunnel  most  speedily,  it  was  necessary  to  sink 
a  shaft  on  the  shore  near  the  Falls  and  excavate  a  small  construction  tunnel  out  to  the  Tail 
Race  Tunnel  at  the  point  near  its  end. 

The  construction  of  this  Plant  began  three  years  ago  this  spring  and  is  now  practically 
completed,  except  for  the  installation  of  machinery  and  the  superstructure  of  the  Power  House 
on  both  of  which  work  is  well  along  and  being  pushed  rapidly.
